General Federation of Trade Unions, said that 
Vietnam is ready to establish diplomatic and 
trade relations with Chile but added that this 
depends mainly on the Chilean Government's 
willingness . 


It is also believed that if Debray is released 
he will seek asylum in Chile. Chilean Govern- 
ment circles have announced that the government 
had no information concerning these reports. 


President Allende's extra-marital and drinking 
activities also continue to titillate local 
observers . 


In making his bid for control of the PDC, Frei 
apparently has not yet settled on a party presi- 
dential candidate, although he seems to be leaning 
toward ex-Finance Minister Andres Zaldivar or 
Senator Patricio Aylwin.
